tifal a State, that it will require immence Sums to repair

He has appointed certain Oincers to draw 
up an exact Account of the Houfes which have been over- 
thrown by this Earthquake, and to examine particularly 
what Damages every Family has fuftained thereby, 1n Ur- 
der to relieve thofe whofe Wants are mott pretling ; And 
it is not doubted but his Bounty on this Occatioa will be 
proportion’d to the Neceflity of it. He has already or- 
dered the Value of twelve Hundred Taoutand Livres to 
be taken out of his Treafury, tobe diftributed among the 
eight Banners: And what he has commanded to be given 
to the Princes and Grandees of the Empire, who have 
been the greateit Sufferers, amounts to two Hundred 
Ouze which is about fifteen Millions of French Money.
